O R D E R  

On May 20, 1981, t h e  Thacker-Grfgsby Telephone Company 

("Thacker-Grigsby") filed 8 tariff with the Commission wherein 

it proposed to increase its local c o i n  telephone rate from l O C  

to 25C. The Commission staff requested certain additional infor- 

mation which has now been filed as a p a r t  of the record herein; 

and t h e  matter is now considered to be submitted for final 

determination. 

The Commission, having considered t h e  matter and being 

advised, is of the opinion and f i n d s  t h a t :  

(1) A hearing is not in the public interest, inasmuch as 

costs incurred during the hearing p r o c e s s  would only increase 

Thacker-Grigsby's operating expenses and ultimately result in 

higher rates for its consumers. 

( 2 )  The rate proposed by Thacker-Grigsby for local coin 

te lephone service would increase revenues by $920 based on t h e  

year ended June 30, 1981. 

(3) The revenue increase wkll not materialIy change  t h e  

financial position of Thacker-Grigsby and will n o t  unduly burden 

i t s  consumers. 



( 4 )  The charge for local c o i n  telephone service has  

remained unchanged for 25 years. During that t i m e ,  plant costs 

and operating expenses throughout all areas of Thacker-Grigsby's 

operations have increased substantially. As a result of pre- 

serving the ten-cent rate during this period of ever increasing 

Costs, t h e  general ratepayers, through their monthly bills for 

basic t e l e p h o n e  service, have b e e n  subsidizing the use of coin 

telephones. Further, an increase in coin telephone charges is 

an appropriate means of allocating a portion of the costs of 

t h i s  specific service to those for  whom it is incurred. 

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that: 

(1) Thacker-Grigsby's proposed rate for coin telephone 

service as set out in Appendix A ,  attached hereto, is hereby 

approved, effective OD and after the date of t h i s  Order. 

(2) Thacker-Grigsby shall within 30 days from the date 

of this Order file its r e v i s e d  tariff sheets setting out the 

rate approved here in .  

(3) To insure all affected parties have t h e  opportunity 

to express an opinion with respect to the approved ra te  if they 

so desire, Thacker-Grigsby sha3.1, within ten d a y s  of t h e  d a t e  

of t h i s  Order, begin publishing, once a week for three consecutive 

weeks in 8 newspaper of general circulation in t h e  community or 

communities affected, a notice setting forth the approved rate. 

Said notice shall also contain t h e  following language: 
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After ana lyz ing  t h e  information set: f o r t h  in the 
application, the Commission has  determined that 
t h e  approved rate is fair, just and reasonable and, 
further, that the holding of a hearjng in t h i s  
matter would not be in the publfc interest as it 
would place additional costs on the u t i l i t y  and 
i l l t i m a t e l y  t h e  ratepayer. However, if any cus tomer  
desires to make a statement concerning t h e  approvedl 
ra te  or request a h e a r i n g  in this matter at the 
Commission's offices in Frankfort, Kentuck;, he/she 
may do so by m a i l i n g  t h e  statement or  request by 
August 15, 1981, to the Public S e r v i c e  Commission, 
P. 0. Box 615, Frankfort, Kentucky 40602. A copy 
of t h e  information should also be provided t o  t h e  
Attorney General's Consumer Intervention Division. 

(4) Thacker-Grigsby s h a l l  f i l e  w i t h  the Commission (with 

a copy to the Attorney General's Consumer Intervention D i v i s i o n )  

proof of publication of sa id  notice.

(25$) each. Toll messages are charged at t h e  t e l e p h o n e  company's 

established t o l l  rates.
